Former PoWs In Korea 
Join Nationalist Army 


Taipei, Apr. 27. 


The majority of the 14,000 Chinese ex-PoWs who 
came to Formosa rather than return to Red China have 
been integrated into the Nationalist Chinese Army. 


The process of placing them in 
units and training centres was to 
tako sone two weeks, the au- 
thoritles revealed. Almost all of 
fhe ex-Red soldiers would be 
ussigned to infantry outfits. 


| In appeals signed with blood 
the men asked to be given front- 
line posts in the promised coun- 
ter-attack against Red China. 
Most got thelr wish. 


About 150 have been es 
scholarships to enter the Na’ 
University. Others will attend 
army and civilian specialist 
training echools, An unspeciiicd 
number, probably under 200, 
are to be retired In “honourable 
soldters’ homes.” Others, too old, 
or physically unqualified for 
military duty will be urged to 
take civilian jobs. 


Nationalist leaders here insist 
that the entire procedure has 
been voluntary. They say the 
vast majority of the ex-PoWs 
have asked to be used as shock 
troops agalnst the Communist 
armies, 


Tho Natlonalists plan to take 
every advantage of the provious 
military expertence of these 
men, some 7,000 of whom were 
once Nationalist regulars before 
the fall of the mainland. 

Former officers are to be com- 
missioned with the rank they 


once held In the Nationalist 
Army. Hundreds of others are 
to be gent directly to officer 
candidate schools. Some are 
ta be rewarded with commis- 
sions for outstanding work 
done while in the PoW com- 
pounds. 


The PoWs have led a Ieisure- 
ly soldier's Ife since arriving in 
Formosa, 


They have attended dally poll- 
tical classes for two to three 
hours. They have been told the 
goals of the Nationalists. The 
faults of Mao Tse-tung's regime 
have also been discussed. 


During their afternoons they 

ni their time In sports or 
planting flower beds around 
thelr huts. Their diet has been 
far better thon the average 
Chinese soldier. Civic organisa- 
tions have seen to this with 
donations of thousands of 
chickens, hogs and even cattle. 


None hes married since 
waces, here. A group of 150 
WACC: all pretty, young 
Chinese, represent most of their 
contact with women, These girls 
teach them folk dancing and 
help stege Chinsre operas. 
Little extra-curricular activity 
has been reported.

Resuming his questioning 
fhom the day before, Mr Clifford 
asked witness who was respon- 
mble for the sorting of letters 
which came into his office, 
Witness said the Ictters would 
come directly to him. If ao let- 
ter was for Walter Dunn and 
Cv, (which occupied the samo 
oMice), It would go directly to 
Welter Dunn. 

As to who actually sorted the 
letters, witness sald this was 
done by whoever received them. 
Perhaps the office boy, or any- 
body else. 

Counsel turned to Mr Sey- 
mour’s main affidavit, where 
mention was made of a letter 
from Falconer’s to Walter Dunn 
on the matter of the compasses, 
and asked witness if he knew 
about this letter, before he saw 
Mr Seymour's aMdavit. Witness 
agreed that he had seen it, but 
he could not remember when. 

This letter was brought 
him by one Johnson Wong 
Walter Dunn and Company, He 
did not know why thla letter 
was shown to him by Wong, but 
it was probably because Wong 
Isnew that he had been Involved 
In criminal proceedings, and he 
thought he (witness) might be 
interested. 

Mr Clifford: Why should he 
como and consult you about a 
matter between Walter Dunn 
Qnd Falconer’s. 

Witness: He did not consult 
me. He merely came = and 
showed me the letter, knowing 
that I was Involved in a Pro- 
secutlon by Falconer’s. 

How should a sale from Fat- 
coner’s to Walter Dunn affect 
you? Why should he show It to 
you, after you had left Fal- 
coner’s?—I thought I made it 
clear; the sale of the compasses 
was actually made to Chuen 
Wo, and not to Walter Dunn.

Mr Clifford referred witness 
to a relevant psssage in an 
aMdavit by Mr Seymour, after 
which Mr King agreed thet it 
contained an allegation of fraud 
aguinst himself. Questioned on 
the matter, he said he did make 
enquiries from W. S. Cheang 
about a month or two ago in 
the face of these particular 
allegations. He did not ask 
Cheang as to how the payment 
for these compasses were made 

Further questioned, King 
agreed that in his aMdavit he 
had said that he took over 
the account of Marine Suppliers 
after he left Falconer’s. Before 
taking over that account, he did 
not ask Cheang as to what the 
interest on that account related 
to. No cheques were signed by 
him on behalf of Marine Sup- 
pliers. 

Ho agreed that he took over 
the name of Marine Suppliers 
after leaving Falconer’s, al- 
though ‘he was not given any 
guthority in that firm to sign 
cheques for that firm. 

Witness disclosed that Cheang 
had lonned him two or threo 
thousand dollars out of the bank 
account of Marine Suppliers. 
This was done In order to 
enable him (witness) to buy a 
desk, filing cabinet ond some-~ 
thing else, when he first open- 
ed his own business of Messrs
